The mighty j^ruuture of which S'liivaji hail well 
will truly laid ihs? foundation stone, which JUJu 
ram had saved from destruction. passed into the 
hand*of u foolish, vicious boy. Bajiruo 11, aUehated 
Itw [ftamla first mid then lib allies, and in 11>] s the 
Marat ha armies which had in turn won victories 
afidaBt Afghans, Portngueae anti EttgUdi were 
lies ten with surprising eoso by far inferior forces. 

Newthahw the Marallm people have not 
furpitteii their ancient glory. Of all Indian 
prqpjf?^ whom 3 know, they alone am deeply 
inlttttted in their hiatory and prefer to talk their 
own tongue rather than the language of the foreig* 
Her. The surest wav to gain their esteem if 
to study their past jud to barn their language. 
With these few words I wholeheartedly rccon;* 
mend Poio Bahadur Puraanifl' Hook to all who iviah 
to barn the secrets of Puatll city.

The Shan war Wadi* was the most magmiiipjit 
<uid ‘fcatfiiv ttumrion t tint was over liuili in Pmmu 
by tip PoeIiwus in the 18th century. The founda¬ 
tion stone of the building wus laid by Bajirau I 
(1730-1740) oil .Saturday, the IfiLh of January 
1730. being im auspicious day. On this occasion, 
m cording to state records, ils. 1 •« were spent in 
charity There is an interesting legend about 
the site selected for this historic building. While 
riding over this ground, the P&abwu Bojirao saw. 
to bis great .v»tutiMinienl, n hare chasing a hoi mil. 
which struclr to his mind that there must: lie 
something very ftllspcipua in this place, when- u 
hare forgetting its natural timidity boldly oha-wd 
a dog. He at once resolved to secure the site 
iirui build there a house for himself and his family. 
At that time, this piece of land was included in 
the * Kasha ’ or village of Poona which was en¬ 
closed by a nmd wall It contained only a few 
huts of fishermen and weavers, from whom Eoji 





r.m :ioi|uirc4 five acres .1 bind l*v exchanging 
them *or suitable sited in Hnngalwar IVith and 
M.tjHiicjiiiM] tlie building rapidly. Within an 
fefaxval of two years a t.wo storeyed I’ulnco with 
lliree quad*angles sprung irp tg be the focus 
and centre of nil 1,1a 1 life and (noverue&t of the 
.\Wothii power. The opening ceremony of tie 
i’ahiis' wai performed. arcuriing re. Hindu religion* 
enutome on Saturday, the 22nd .fnmuuy 1732. 
when B*. tot were paid in charity to Brahmans. 
It is stated that, the total expenditure incurred 
on this Palace came up tc IN. 1 <u fu. 

As conceived originally the plan of the Palace 
wn* very simple and elegant and rniiy the Di van 
hhanu or the main hall or outlietirc contained 
etimo nr name u Ld carvinga. it wan the third 
Peahwn, Balaji Bajinwi (|?«0-17fil) t who mode 
wivf nvl additions and olteratiorui. and added much 
spiend our and beauty to 1 his tW mansion. lit- 
devoted Ida Mot >- of knowledge ns weli as money 
and patience in turning out this edifice to U* an 
object of great delight and edmi ration. Later 
on. Naan Pluulimwi 3 , Prime Minuter to .Snww 
Madhavrao (1774 1705), construct cl a few more 
moms and hulls, galleries and towers, pavilions 
mil fountains, and made the royal residence truly 
majestic mid grand, worthy of the great rider* of 
Miihatuahit*. 
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Tli Pulac* wa* df^txoyud by fire in 1457 and 
now i-horf r miai n only- i,ke fortified enclosure 
wall, and the five gatowaya, and nine bastions. 
It Is therefore impossible to form a correct idea 
oi the actual building which existed in the hey¬ 
day ». the Peahwtvs power. The foundation* of 
the Palnca end various otLor buildings in the 
extensive compound which covers about five Acres 
of ground have Ix^n recently unearthed by the 
Arr.IiasiIo gi cttJ Deportment, Thev give us a taint 
idea of the anginal plans of the building but 
no picture of the real magnificence and greatness 
of this royal mansion. It is said that only one 
mirror-hall survived the great Jim of LS27, but 
tkai too w:*s scattered, owing to the want of 
hiftrorionj interest in those days. It is only latterly 
that tlovernment have Iteen taking great interest 
in tin* preservation of objects of historical and 
arc homological interest, and thanks to H. K. Sis 
George fJoyd, whose genuine interest and wonder* 
ful energy have enabled us to s*xi the old found 
ations and remains of the Pcuhwan Palace, which 
were buried muler heaps of debris fur nearly u. 
century. 

The mum building of the Palace consisted of 
six storeys and it is said that the spire of the 
Aland t temple could be seen from the upjjcrmcMt 
rerrace of IkU building. Sawat Madiiovrao 
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Peahwa used to enjoy a beautiful view of the 
Parvuti temple anil of the city from the terrace 
of hift Alff/hadambtiri room, ami often spend 
evening hours footing at the star* iu the sky 
through a telescope which wits presented to him 
by Sir Charles Malet, the British Resident at his 
Court. The height of the main building can Iw 
imagined hy the ht-ighfc of the existing Nagarkftana 
fimiidc gallery) from the top of which rim royal 
standard of the Peshwas waved proudly ditv and 
night. The maun entrance to the Palace is known 
aa Delhi Gate as it faces Delhi in the north. Raja 
Bhnhu of Saturn told Bajtrao I not to put the tum n 
entrance to the north as it would mean a dis¬ 
respect to the Mogul Emperor of Delhi, whom 
kaja Slinhu held in great respect and to whom 
lie acknowledged hia allegiance. In deft! nun* to 
the wiilic.-! of hia master the Pc !vwn stopped the 
w.<rk ; nrwl the present masdve. gate whkh till 
indicates the former greatness of this Palace vn« 
the work of Bajtrno’B son. Balaji. who cumpjtl. d 
it in 1761 after Raja Shaba’* death. It may he 
worthy of note here that the design of Lhi* entrant'c 
gate is exactly a copy of that of tndmprusthfl, 
the ancient Hindu capital of the Pmu&waa, in 
old Delhi. The Beahwas, being devoted Hindus, 
selected tin* design of the gate of ludruprastha, 
ur Purana lulls, instead of imitating tho rnagm 
iwoufc gate* of the Mogul capital. 





Ab mcminned ft bow tbs Palace had five pnaci’ 
paf gates and they mn named as follow* ; — 

1. Delhi Dnrwaja—as it face* the north

As regnida the construction and stole of the 
Diwanihamw or Italia of this Palace, it may be(aid 
that theywro gonerally of one pattern—' 1 K<da»i- 
dani" moaning an oblong old inkstand fashion, our 
central hull with Hat veiling and entail r urn part- 
taenia with sloping ceiling on fuur sides. The 
<> run mentation was general])' of one pattern 
Tbn pillars supporting t be main hall vote beauti- 
fnlJy carved out and shaped likr- cypress trees, and 
joined together on the top by engraved nrrdici? ,.f 
< xquaite workmanship, The ceilings were covered 
with beautiful wooden tracery in diSatmt designs 
and were painted with tmca, cifeepors, dower??, n 
m nta from the great epics, the Mahabharaii and 
tltc Eamayan. Ehojraj, a very skilful artist from 
Jitypitr, was specially engaged fur Urn work »f 
painting these balk 

The main Diwankharm or the Durbar hall in 
this Palace was the Ganpali Hungs-mahal. It was 
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designed and built by Bakji Bajirao, the tlmd 
Peshwii, for celebrating Ganjmh Festival, in 1755. 
This libturk full wiw the scene oF many political 
and eoeial events ami the famous picture of the 
Poona I Hirbar represente tbs remarkable assembly 
held here in J791. Captain Moor who visited 
Pwna when the FeshwVa power w<w at its bri^it 
describe | he splendour of this hall in the following 
worda:— 

“ tie (the PeshwaJ hns a very magnificent 
room in hi? palace at Poonu, called the (lane* 
room, in which* on particular leaUvabt m 
ho^crar of Cones, L.e reeeivaii titimoiuLLB vi^- 
tors ; I have seen more than a hundred (lancing 
girls in it at one time. At one end, iu a fercss. 
is a fine gilt figure. 1 believe in marble, of this 
deity, and tunny other mythological decora¬ 
tions juvujmI it ; the other end of the room, 
bounded by a narrow strip of water in which 
fountains play. is open to a garden of fragrant 
flowers, which, combined with (he nrannuring 
of the fountains, has a very pleasing affect. 
This room b well designed in Mr, Daniel’s fine 
picture of the Poona Durbar unrivalled per¬ 
haps in oriental grouping, diameter, and cos* 
fciuue. This picture wag painted for Sir Char- 
lea Mulct, from wbetehea by the life Mr. 
Wall’s and the artist has chosen the time 
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when Sir Charles, then our Aroba^lnr at 
the Court of Poona, attended by his Butte, 
delivered to His Highness the Peahwa, in full 
Dtifhar, the treaty of alliance, ratified fcrr his 
.Majesty, between Great Britain and His High 
ness ; made, preparatory to the war i«fcw**r> 
the triple allied power* and Tippoo. in 17no,*‘ 

Rokn Mabon, a European artist. who helped 
Mr. Wales in preparing the sketches of the Poona 
Durbar and visited the fianpatt Mahal in his 
company about this period (1700.1795) has given 
11 moat graj^ic description d the Poona Durbar 

" During my Stay at Poona,*’ writes Mr. 

Halfon, I had the pleasure of being intro* 
duced to the durbar, or court of the Muhmt taa,

He was of a fair complexion and appear- 
ed to he about twenty-three year- of age , 
Lin conahsUd of a long jama, or gown, 
of very fine muslin; a string of very large 
pearls hung from his neeh,, a considerable way 
down ills waist; a very fins red shawl, with u 
rich embroidered border, was throw a care¬ 
lessly over his shoulders, wore ft beau Lit id 
cluster of distnonda, the centre one of which 
was about an inch square* of a very fine 
water.

Opposite to theso pillars, are a few windows 
made in tha eastern mode, very narrow and 
long. The J)urh;ir is ri very cite naive budd¬

“ Burvcying the Peahwa wated on the 
ujuanud, the eye is dueled with tile immense! 
riches about him ; hut his effeminate dress 
and unmanlylikfi attitude which lie customs 
of the people make liim under tha necesspy 
of observing, takes away from that dignity 
in appearance, which an European might, 
expect to nee in a Pnuce seated on a throne.

The Ganpati Raaga-midml may he styled as the 
‘ iWwsnd-ain ’ of the M&rathna, as it had seen many 
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vicissitude* of fortune and witnessed mrniy 
impottani events of groat consequence. Here 
the great festival ia honour of Ganpati was* ct*le- 
liriited with crlai every year in the bright half of 
BhiutcapacL which hurt*d for ten days. Here the 
Dusar,» Durbar was held annually on a very grand 
nealfi when all the eardnrs ami mili tary officers 
asaemUed to pay their homage to the Ffeshwm 
Tbn great Peahwa, Balaji llajirao, celebrated bin 
gloriou victories in the north and south of India 
in this vary building. Ilk non Madlinvriu. ! 
trHsi to regain the lost glories of the Maruthua in 
the battle of Paiupat by his judicious and wum- 
rule in this Palace. His brother and mummr 
Hatayanreo was cruelly murdered in a comer ntom 
nf the main building. His posthumous mil . 
Suwai HbMlhavTOO, resided here nearly for twenty 
11 ie ni or able years, while tire udmioktiation was 
Slimed on niidur t he sole guidance of the f tttIK ,u* 
•ninkter Nana Phwinawis. His brilliant court* 
in the Ganpati Rang niahal were ttironged not only 
}iv eardam and chiefs from different parts of thn 
Murathn Empire, but by representatives ttml 
envoy® of European Nations und other Indian 
I he nuirriage of the Peshwa was <h>1p. 
brateit here with great pump in 1782 and the 
Nizjlin *'t Hyderabad, the Raja of Nagpur tike 
Knja of Batam and other Chiefs and Sardata from 
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ik!l |>nrta of India attends! the grand ceremony. 
Tie «Ut* entry of Sawni Modharmn in Puntm

the same year. It may be interesting to note 
that alt the amhasBiidors and representative* of the 
foreign power* were weired and political business 
WM with them in this very Durbar 

hall. It is stated in old records that two member* 
of the Bombay Council, Tliomu Byfdd and ,fohn 
ftfieiierr, were received here by BaUji Bejira© b 
1750 am! given drosse* of honour worth Ha. | 
ilcre Mr. Mostyn, CoL I’pton, and many other 
Engliali gentiemtm were received with buncur and 
were presented with rich dresses and ornament*. 
It is sab! that Mr. Moetyn wan charmed with t) - 
fraprjincc of the Peahwa s roan-water and expressed 
« .k-dre tu have a bottle or two fo r h\* uw, but to 
his surprise next day, orders were issued t© supply 
lam half a pound of beat rose water every day as 
lung as ha remained in iVwna. The French repre- 
iwntativM, M Bossy and St, lubin, were given 
Hidtonce in the fauue hail and received costlv 
pwsftnto from the Peahwa, Since the itstabiish- 
tneni of the Britig]. Kuhkncy in Poona b 1 Tsrt 
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^ir Chaika Makt and his suite were the cnuAtnnt 
visitors to the Durbar. They cultivated peat 
friendship with the Manukas and kept up cordial 
relations with them. 

Tliis hull as well hk others were surrounded by 
beautiful rows of fountains that, i^d to p)ny here 
tm festive occasions. It may tie noted that in 
India it was lhi* custom from unricmt times to erect 
fountains and pardons in Royal Peaces for Ike safe 
of pleasure, art, and beauty, and the Mogul Palaces 
at Lahore, Delhi, ami Agm are socially famous for 
their magnificent gardens and ornamental foun¬ 
tains, TIip Moguls and Hindus like other Eastern 
nations were interested in art, and enjoyed beatify 
not. for selfish purpose, but for religious *ml tra¬ 
ditional ideas which they cherished most. The 
ftsbmu too following the example of the Mogul 
princes adorned their palaces with beautiful 
pardons and wafer fountains, terraces, and pavi- 
1.4'Ufi. There are yet some traces of original foun¬ 
tains which confirm our belief that they were 
nutated from Mogul palaces in Northern India 
Resides a number of fountains and gardens for 
ornamental purpose*, the Poona Palace had some 
■i jierml fountains constructed most artistic all v 

the pleasure and joy of the 
IVsbw*, Sawtu Mudhuvrao. There was one eek>- 
i<rated fountain known as Ilnzari Karooje " 
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or thousand sprayed fountain m the western 
of l.fit* ratlin Piduce which was an object of curiosity 
tuid i*on,!or tti the whole court. It. tad tJie shapit 
ni a lotuis flower of sixteen petals—each pct,-i Imping 
aisU't’n apoOta with a circumference of 80 feet, It ia 
(Wifi that in India there is not a single fountain 
like tiiin anywhere baling 196 jets, not even in 
Europe, excepting the celebrated fountain 'Fontana 
di Trevi 1 at. Rome* The water uf Litis gnat foim- 
mm played in hundred patterns while the sun fot 
its amusement would moke and break .* thousand 
ruin taw*. like* the Diana’s Fountain at VeraaiDea 
it was a favourite rendezvous of the Poona Durbar

In this Palace the state rooms or Durbar hulls 
waro loft}’ tmd well arranged, and contained very 
rifih articles of fund tun? and, tapestry, The deportr 
rneiit of jewellery and library contained <■". ^ ' 

ami rarest things. The picture gallery pt^cssed 
most valuable masterpieces of the old Mogul and 
Persian ariit, and also finest specimens of old 
tnaster.-i in Euro pc. Mostly presents from fureign 
Is aliens such hj the English, the Ihrannlt, *ml the 
Portuguese. The armoury wua full of rare nod 
curious arms, and the collection of arts anti curios 
was placed in the Hrutonm Hall known aa Jittnaa 
Rkunu. It contained clue tty foreign articles of 
art .uid mechanism including watches, cloaks, 
globes, tn I w in boxes, and toys, At 'cording to 
oriental fashion these iwlh were tastefully arranged 
and decorauMl with wait paintings ntii were tJin 
objects* of great admiration to those who had the 
good fortune to visit them. 

This hrief account will hardly give u real idea oi 
the pomp and glory of du# historic building which it 
one© possessed in the zenith ol the Peabwa'a power. 
Among Marathi neconle there arc mi ileac rip tiotis 
preserved of this Palace, but fortunately they have 
been recorded by n few European gentleman who 
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visited the Faoaa Durbar on diplomatic niii-iiun 
or with an object of curiosity, Their accounts 
pkee vividly before mir eyes a gra phic picture 
of the old scones of the Pdiicr, ji tyl it is hoped 
tkit the foil owing extracts wi!) be tonne! highly 
interesthig.

There was, 
lieridcs, a native map, but f imagine Ooklali 
must have a better one, to have so long escaped 
our pursuing array.'' 

This was perhaps the last description of the 
Palace tluit had been written while the building 
existed intact, for. in June 1818. the Pteshwa 
nlidicnted his louti or throne to Sir John Malcolm 
nntl went to reside at Ililhtir near Cawnpur as a 
political prisoner of the .British (inve rnm en I. 

Exactly ten years after this event tlic whole 
Palace was completely burnt down by a great fire 
on the JTJili February 1827, which lasted for seven 
days, and except the heavy rampart, strong 
gateways and litiried foundations and ruins that 
still bear witness to the rise and fall of a mighty 
Empire, nothing of this majestic and magnificent 
building has l»eou saved frerrt the and hand of 
1 ime. It js only the Nagwkhana or music 
gallery on the top of the Delhi gate which once sang 
loudly the glories of t he great Peahwaa, now seen 
Roaming in silen* e.

I’urvQti temple* were built by this third Pesliwa, 
BalajiBajmvj whoso name liaalsfeen associated with 
the hill in » manner worthy of bis illustrious fame. 

Baliiji Bujiran selected n fp«*l site on tin* summit 
tii the liill si rid i< unmanned a building of atune work 
iti 17IB. From the authority oi (state records it k 
evident that the following idols were pb«*d with 
religious ierem<mh» in U»c luiuple Oti the 11th 
April 1740:—

The religious ceremonies and the dinner-t in eon- 
nection with them were celebrated cuittiuuously 
for four slays from Friday 7th April to 10th April 
by the Ptahwa and I’ -. 4,320 wore spent uuiihat ■ac¬ 
count, The silver idol of Mukadeo weighed 11,7974 
rupees anti the two gulden unages oi tianpsti and 
Pstvati weighed tnht- 096 and 1/245 reflectively. 

The Ptishwn Btdaji regularly node every morning 
To Parvati and MjHtiit hours in enjoying the 
BL'cnmy there, and in taking athletic czercUea 
Biter on, he IsHiame so deeply do voter l to the gods 
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that rjti every Eknd&ski day lip worshipped 
the idols himself. He aleo appointed several 
Brahmans to perform the religion* worship of 
Devathtve&bwar. In 17Ub he guilded spires ijl rho 
temple* with gold weighing 1,020 tolas, In 1763 
a hen the Moguls destroyed the town of i'oona, 
the idols in ihe Parvati templee were removed 
e?W« hrrv and t hey were again brought them nnd 
replaced with religious oemnumies. In 1 he i eotre 
lies the rliiei cample which id dedicator i to Devs- 
devfisliwjtr, nnother name for Shiva. [t is a hand¬ 
some building with imposing gateway built after 
Hindi] style with a Bpirc and guilt top.

the individual. It was known as Ramanu or 
gathering of Brahmans which was held annually

It j~ significant to Bote that in 17152 Lho 
iigure of the Dakuiiim wm rerfursd to a few 
thousand6 owing to the terrible havoc wrought in 
Maharashtra by the battle of Punipnt in not* 
It again rose to its normal condition as the country 
regained imace and prosperity. The highest 
amount of Datslumi during the reign of Sawiu 
MndhAvrao was about 5 lacs. The result of this 
munificence brought credit to Poona as a city of

On the annual ceremony of Dutcfrna, or 
alraa-gmng, great sums are given away at 
Parbaty , To this to tuple Brahmans come 
t-o share the loaves and fishes from consider' 
able distances; it would not be worth the 
pains for the majority to come so far merely 
lor what t hey get here ; but as a gift on this 
day tells ten fold of an ordinary alms, others, 
as well as the Peahwa, make presents to 
some Brahmans, as do generous people on 
the road to and from this meritorious pilgri* 
ruage. The whole month is indeed, very fit 
for the benefit of hospitality and alms-giving, 
so that the travelling Brahmans ore fed. etc,, 
all the way to Poona and home, Some come 
from Surat, Ptodtipoor, and other more 
distant places: and it is confidently Raid, 
that forty thousand have been known to 
assembly uii thib occasion at Ptirhaty.

adoption, who was superintending nne of the 
gates. hearing there were gentlemen of r.he 
English Eesidcncv in tine field, sent to invite 
UK to visit him, nil honour which wc could out, 
of ccutree, dedhto : and he detained us in r.on- 
VBKfUtiiMi at) long, that it was necessary to 
proceed immediately homo, on account of the 
approaching night, 

lL At this gate, where we heard tin' opera¬ 
tion of weigliing and moving money, stood a 
cauldron of red liquid from which a euau. dip* 
ping hi* hand in marked every candidate on 
noma part of his garment, or, in default of gar* 
incut. on his alrin with its expanded impres- 
fliou, and admitted him. It vis now six in 
the evening, and the field was not half full— 
soma thousand* were waiting outside : but I 
dirmhl not, at a round guess, euppusc that, tha 
field, would eoaUiiji many more than twenty 
thousand ; to get money, however, u Brahman 
will mnkfi hiniseH very nmitll. We Understand 
that until ton at night Brahmans were mlndt- 
ted ; indeed, 1 suppose, no candidate is exclud¬ 
ed, They are kept in the field until nil are 
collected ; but it is not dear to me whether 
the money is given at the entrance or exit: at 
any rate it i* expedient to keep them *11 
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together, or a cunning ore might get two shares, 
I! paid at entering, I set no \m foe t ha mark of 
the ted hand ; which would avad, if ull wens 
marked at entering, kept until the whole WOT 
collected. and, on showing the mark, paid, 
and let out. IVe observed no paying where 
we entered, and concluded that the mtuu^ 
was given at quitting the field. 

The usual dole I learned was from three 
to tea rupees aud I believe caprice or plea* 
•are ia the chief guide os to the amount. One 
pleasant jolly looking fellow, who was wailing 
with us on the outside, said he expected to get 
five, sevun. or tan rap** ■ |>tri I could not 
gather from him what might ensure him a 
high share, or confine him to a low one : he 
said, indeed, that it was all fortune nr foe. 
He had come from ftimt - and on being aMl 
how he found hit. account in coming so far on 
so dander an expectancy, he said he had noth* 
ing prnfstable to do .it home, and waa fed all 
tlje way out and home, received other hnsrpifea- 
Uries and aims on the raid, and visited and 
met his Friends, relations and acquaintance!? \ 
«id paid his devotions also at other holv 
place* near his route, which ho contrived to 
®aite %frjr pleasant by taking his own time. 
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and farther, that there was reputation, as well 
Os other bemifjtK allied to this fort of pilgri¬ 
mage- Ho was gratified at tuy wishing, on 
t ak i n g leave, that ho might this year receive 
a sum of rupees commensurate rather with 
his merit than his fortune, which I could not 
doubt would be three hundred at least. He 
hud said that hiiit year hhi fate produced him 
hut three rupeea ; this he volunteered, jis I 
avoided putting the question, inferring, from 
his attributing a large sum to fortune, that 
his acquisition was but. sniaU, 

“ The arrangerneut at the gate we under- 
stood to l>e this : the Peshwa at one ; AmrH- 
rau, ('himna Appa (the Peeli wit's Younger 
brother) and Nana, at the other three, Daw- 
lutran Suuiiii was likewise there, and we sjiw 
him go away on horaaback about live o'clock.

During the reign of Raj into fl, the imrtitiition of 
Dakflfiirni was continued; tho amount grew to eight 
to ten foe*, but it w»w distributed ludiMTunmatalv 
to nil Brahmans rein ing only a portion aa \ 
reward for learning. After the overthrow of the 
FesWBmJein 1*13, the British Government die- 
oonthracd the public distribution of TUikshiua 
at iWiti, hut appreciating the object of the cha¬ 
rity in it* true sense allotted n special allowance for 
the cncniiriigeimmi of learning. That enlightened 
and wise statesman, Sir Mount-Stuart Klphinatoiie 
who view. ,I tln P institution in ite tme M n PCt wrote 
m 1&21 : “ The Dakahina was exprwisly designed 
to encourage learning. It formerly amounted to 
tight or ten lacs of rupees and though Bajimo 
rcdiirM the expenses, he still g aV * u small sum to 
each of 50.000 Brahmans, besides large prison to 
all who distinguished themselves by thnir learning. i

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THE SANG AM OB THE BRITISH 
RESIDENCY AT POONA. 

The Sangom, now known as tho Judge's Bungalow 
al Poona, is a place at great historical interest. 
The meaning of the word rtaugam is a coniine nro 
f>I two rivers. Tit in situ Sir Charles MaSet, the 
lirst British Resident, selected and bulk on it a 
homic in 17S7 f which afterwards attained a great 
iiHjiortanif. in the political history rrf Poona. It is 
therefore necessary to give a shot account of the 
place n j well as tfa distinguished residents:

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to build habitations on this spot, which until 
tWt lira© hod no buildings of any kind, save an 
old neglected pagoda in ruins, atill remaining in 
the gardens, a contrast to the neatness of the 
buildings eject ed at a great expense by him, and the 
gentlemen of his suite. The Sunguni in a little town 
quite detached from the city, being divided from 
it by the MootA, and inhabited entirely by the 
gentlemen, their attendants, and two <'tiropanics 
of sopoys, stationed hens os the Betident’s 
honorary guard. Sir 1 'buries 1 garden is watered 
by both riven, by means of around nets: it produces 
nil the fruits and vegetables of this country . 
hen? is an excellent vineyard : apple nnd peach 
trees thrive WbB, and promise to be a great acqui ■ 
sit mu to the horticulture of these parts. Stately 
cypress and other ornamental trees, contribute 
to make tills a charming retreat, and we readily 
declare, that wjijj the advantages of am-icty 
arifl dtuntifin, the Sungum is the most enviable 
ti’shieiue we ever saw* in India. Sir Charltst’ 
utm! is elegant, consisting of forty or fifty noble 
animals from Arabia, Persia, Ac. Several elephants 
mi utate visits compose part of the retinue. 
This show js requisite at Eastern Courts, where 
there is always considerable pomp, and it is ne 
ccsaary loi embassadors to assume an appearance 
of ceremomtnia dignity." 



Utakt having settled at Pooim tendered vjilujvhl> 
diplntnatic services to the East India Compuy. 
In those days Tipti IismI becomo very powerful 
and his progress was dreaded by the Miuutha* 
as well as the English, It was therefore thought 
necessary to crush hia ceu-rtfintly growing strength 
hy leading a joint expedition against him. Malct 
succeeded in negotiating n triple alliance between 
tin* Jit a ratlins, the English and the Nizam. Ha 
exhibited great diplomatic genius and ts* t m 
bringing about this important treaty, which was 
signed by the Pwhwa in the Ganjhitt TfcmgmabaJ 
on t,he Jst June 1700, By this agreement the armies 
of the three great powers combined together otit!

Secunderjali, llie son of the Nizam, juidhiaMininrer. 
Mir Alum, commanded lire Nizam's fnrees J and 
Pamshurani Uhao Putwardhan and Tlnripant 
Pbadlre were at the Lead of the Mwaihn armies. 
All these allied fom» invaded T;pu and compiered 
hail of his country, which was afterwards divided 
amount the rhrea powers. The political sen-hue 
rendered by MoJet in tills jfsjtcet were tiigjdv 
appreciated by the British Government who 
created Mm a Baronet on 24th February 17dJ. 

Sir CiuirleB Malet was u very popular person 
in Poona society. He not only promoted hist 
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nation's politic and commercial interests but also 
introduced European Arte, Alienee, and medicine 
int<* the Miarattia society, The contact ami in- 
ftuenco of such an accomplished and amiable 
person proved lienufirial in many ways, 11 wan 
Atiifrr. who introduced the famous artist Mr. 
.James Wales to the Foahwa’s Court who'sketched 
-it? vo ml important personages in Poona. Wales 
came to Poona in 1700 nod lived there till his 
death in J 703. His portraits of the Fesliwa 8awai 
MadUnvrao, Nana Fhadnavis ami M&hadji 
Sindia me still in eihstenr-e. Malet induoed the 
Peshwa to establish a school of draw? tig in hia 
palace and the artii't Wales wan selected to be 
the superintendent in charge of the school. 
He taught fie vend Indian pupils amongst whom 
Oatigaram Tambat Wjuno very proficient. LR- 
made drawings of the Elfora or Vend caves, 
which wen? prone ut-ed to John Shore, the Co- 
vernor-denerab b 1704. 

Dra. Crusoe and Findlay, the RraadEmry Surgeons,

“ On the wny to ilw camp ivt* visited a 
m iimnr out which hud been begun to be 
erected in Mahudji Suindra, but which was 
suspended by the civil wnr T and is probably 
now relinquished for over, The masonry 
wm» .id mi ruble. and the work promised to 
be verv imndBotne- Near I he bottom was a 
cornice of Jleurs tie ly», which none of us 
could explain. Pretty new this motmnwm 1 
is a sorry hut whore the ashes of this power¬ 
ful chieftain were deposited for a time and 
where they may now lie long undisturbed li 
is a small pagoda where, in the UBncd place 
of I he principal Deity, ia :i picture of Sr India 
by Zoflanv, very like that in the (lovr-mrnont 
house at Bombay. Before the picture, bahts 
are kept constantly burning, and offerings 
daily mad® by an old servant of the Maha¬ 
rajah, whose fidelity rather pleased me, 
even though I wa* told that thin little pagoda 
was endowed with lands, which yielded a 
small income, Rufhcietit for the worship aid 
the priest- This portrait, by Zoffany. is 
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jmdwhly the only work of European art 
which is now the object of adoration: it 
hafl obtained one honour refused to the 
* Transfiguration' itself 1 

From thin evidence it h pretty clear that the 
civil war and chaos which followed the death of 
Mabadji Sindia in Poona, came in the way of the 
building, and the fine work of the monument 
undertaken by Powlatrao had to be stopped, 
Siuce the departure of Dowtatmo Sindia from the 
Dttecan the work remained in the isanifi neglected 
condition for several yenra, About 1930 Maharaja 
Jankwji Sindia, the great-gramk*o« of Mahadjf, 
rcamned the work of the monument, tart he too 
died in IfMSl baling it unfinished. Since that 
time the tomb enjoyed a yearly allowance of Ba. 
3 500 which wan spent in performing a daily 
worship customary in rach tombs and diptn- 
baling food and charily to the poor on the sinni^ 
veraary day of the great Maratha hero in Feb* 
ruiirv every year. 

Eecontlv the most enlightened and energetic 
nilflT of Gwalior, H- H. ihe Maharaja Modbav- 
ruo Sindia, while on a visit to Poona, noticed the 
miserable condition of the tomb of his illufitrumi 
ancestor, and considering it his first duty to perpetu¬ 
ate the memory of that great statesman, sanctioned 
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a munificent grant (or the purpose. I he 
pndsent handsome Chhutn, ft conn’ll edifice of 
immense proportions, which attracts the ftttmj- 
tion nt even* visitor to Wanavdi, is the noble 
work of the high-minded Jlaratha Prince of 
Gwalior whose rove rente and regard for the 
memory «l hit* ancestor are exemplary. The 
imiin building is in the centre of a conrt-yard 
open from ail aides. The style of architecture 
is rather interesting. It consists of tiers of mi¬ 
niature CJhhatm sur ro un ding the principal one. 
The entrance to the court-yard is by way a gate 
house of novel construction, consisting of pavi¬ 
lions supported on the figure-heads of elephants 
gmlv painted. In the interior of the main temple, 
there is a dimly lighted cell, and in a recess is the 
sacred status of Maharaja Mahadji Sindia in whose 
honour this monument has been erected. 

U may las mentioned here that the painting 
seen l»y Sir James Mackintosh and mentioned 
as the work of Zoltany is not now visible hen?, 
but has been taken to Gwalior hy the pm* uni 
Maharaja and carefully preserved as. a hi a tori*! 
relic. A photograph of this picture liafl been 
reproduced in that interesting book cm John

The name of Makodji Sin din is famous in M«m- 
tha history, tfia father Rongji, originally a 
Piitil or iusadaiiUi of Eanherkhcd, a village in the 
iiutarn district, owe to distinction in the f’eflh* 
wa v army. By Jus wonderful ability and militar y 
instinct? he gained, the favour of his master Ba- 
jiran T, who bestowed tin him a Juhagir or fief 
in Malwa, His elder won, Dattuji. and grandsons 
•layapps and Jnnhoji, were gallant soldi e re, and 
played a conspicuous part in the wars against 
the Rajputs and the Moguls in Northern India 
and were slain on the battle-field, Malmdji, 
Uu: younger son of Ranoji, wms present in the 
disastrous battle of Pnnipat and narrowly escaped 
death.

POOKA AND ITS RULERS. 

Pooka je a very old province, which ia situated 
on the hordeiiand of Uswnl and Desk, svntl 
gecniH to have teen the chief route tor common!• 
cation and trade since long ages, It formed 
the junction of routes from the seaport of Kalyan 
to the country inside and from fho Deccan in 
the south to tho M&lwa in the north. Tho many 
macripfcintis and caves in '-lie vicinity of Poona allow 
t ha t, it «u,» nn important province in these days. 
The earliest mention of Poona is found in a copper 
plate recently discovered at Talegaon. I 1 his 
plate was engraved by the King lvKalmaraj of the 
Riuihtrakntii dynasty, in authentication of a gift: 
given Lu Sliuka GUO, t.e., 70S AJ> on. the occasion 
nf a Solar colipiH' oil the last day of \ oiihakh of 
the Slink a year 690, i>. ( on the 23rd March 7US. 
Tlio gift given on this occasion was the village 
of Kumarigram (Korcgaun) which is described

Before 
i 10 Raghtrakutus, the province was under t he min 
«i the Andhra* as ia shown by the discovery of 
some silver coins at Junnar near Poona. After 
tbia period we Gad no mention of this province 
anywhere in the history till the year 13-»0, when 
M.hommud TaghJak of Delhi, after having subju¬ 
gated the Hindu Yadav Kings of Devgiri, sent a 
larg* force against the fort of Kondanu (the pnv 
*nt Siiibagad) which is 13 miles to the south of 
Poona. It seems that Konduna was then an im¬ 
portant fart. Even before Poona eeema to 
havre been taken once by the troops of Allmiddin 
Khilji, Emperor of Delhi. Since 1340 Poona 
was under the Mahomed an away till the year if t P 5 
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when along with three other villages sad furta 
it wus bestowed by the king Bahadur Nizaiu of 
Ahmed nagar as a Jaliagir upon Midoji BhtmHle, 
the grandfather of Shivaji, t fie illustrious founder 
■*f the MilTuilia Empire. Alter the kingdom of 
Almiednagar was absorbed into the Bijujwr 
kingdom, Malnjihi son Shabaji was coidirmikl 111 
hLs old grant by the Bijapur king, and since then 
excepting the short period during which Kin th¬ 
is tek him, a commander of AnraugMb, had 
nni Lipied il, Poona remained in the hands of the 
Mar .it.

Poona was at first only a small collection of 
a tow bate, ft derived its significance from the 
confluence of two rivers the Muln and the Moths— 
such confluence* of rivers being nJwajn looked 
Upon oe sacred by the Hindus.

which perhaps the word Poona was derived.

The rise of Poona mny l>o dated from the year

In 
i he struggle for independence that ensued between 
the Moghuls and the Murat has after Shivajff 
death, Poona was teased between tht? two powers, 
rMid though Diana ji Jadhav captured it from 
Lodi khan in 1707, the Moghuls and the Murat lma 
both claimed their right over it. In fact. Poena 
was tinder u son of dim hi* government till the year 
!Ti2f>, when under the grant from the Emperor 
of Delhi, Poona became .um of Shaba's sixteen 
Swarajyu districts. Shaliu'fl representative at 
Poona was Bulaji Vishwanath who, (irei styled

the founder of t]m Well-known tfeahwo dynasty.

BaJuji Viflhwanni h was a Chitpawan or Ktmkn- 
naeth Brahmnn, Raja Shahu elected him to be 
Ii» Peahwa on account of liia superior energy ami 
talents. J ‘ifo had/’ writes Bir Richard Temple, 
once a Governor of Bombay, " a calm, eomprelnm’ 
si tv and commanding intellect, an imaginative 
and aspiring diapotition, and an aptitude for ruling 
rude natures by moia! force, a genius for dipfo- 
matic combinations, a, mostly of finam e.' 
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Such ao able mart was sure to take ad vantage of 
the opportunities and benefit bis muster, His 
crowning achievement was the grant of Swnrajyt 
to Raja Shnhu from t>he Mogul Emperor or the 
full recognition of the territnriuii which SLivuji 
possessed at the lime of Ills death utid Liu* Sardeu- 
tnukhi or 10 per cent, revenue over the Deccan. 
Having earned a great fame re* the must successful 
and able minister, Balaji Viahwanath died at 
&u»w:id. * village near Poona, in 1720. 

Uajiruo, the eldest son of Ilaluji Vish warmth, 
ww appointed Pesinra fry the Raja SJmhu. In 
addition to the manly training from his father 
he pirwesaed an engaging manner, a winning 
address and an adventurous spirit which made him 
fit for reepousibfe position. He extended the 
Mara th u dominion by conquest to the south 
and to the north. Ami earned the reputation of a 
brave and successful military leader rather than 
of a constructive administrator, Hie invasions 
into Maiwa, Gujarat, and the Carnatic and his 
victories over the Niamn, Mahomed Kliati Hungush 
and other powerful rivals, were fall of glory for 
the Mumilms and a terror to his enemies. His 
did not possess t he biiBUuira tact and practical 
wisdom in ihnmduJ nmltcn* like his father, and 
the stale finance!* in hb* time wore always in .a 
strait-.‘iud condition. “ He died as he had lived/

To trace the growth of Poona we must go back 
to the date of the first Mussulman conquest. 
When ||hi* village was waptured hy the Malio- 
toed tins, they stationed there an Anih Commander 
by name * Batryu T who first fortified the town 
l>y a isind wiill with three gates. The mins of 
Ihifl wall still remain, The town inside the waif 
was known os ‘ K.mba * and was Lulutbib i) only 
hy gaixifloiis and Mahomed ana. The Hindus, 
especially the trading population, lived mi Midi* 
the wall. As Ihn town prospered and extended,, 
four new wards or Paths were added, two to the 

south, one to the east and one to the weal.

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Southeni Pe^ha were caBcri Mohiyabad and 
Molicapnr, which aro now known as the Budliwar 
and Adit war, This eastern Pcth was ealkd 
Astapum, now known us MojigaJwar, and the West- 
cfu Petit Murcbadafwd is now called the EUianwar 
Peth* During iJie war between the AhniiHlungzir 
mu2 Bjjapur kingdoms, IWn had ltd full share 
of rapine anil famine, Ln 1630 when SLahji was 
pursued hr the Bjjapnr army, Afurar Jiigdeo, a 
commander of the Bijapur king, burnt Uie town, 
pulled down jts walla, and drove an asa plough 
through the (vwndatiojis. As a «gn Unit, the place 
was cursed, ln» planted an iron rod on the ground, 
Poona, however, survived this curse and flourished 
under PmLtjj Kcndadeo, when Shahji was won 
over into the Bijnpur service after the fall of 
AWdmigar was confirmed in Lis Jahagtr 
by the King *d Bijapitr in ] r,35. To remove the 
cum* laid down by Mumr Jagdito, Dadsji t brew 
away Uie iron rod and got the hvitd ploughed 
with a golden plough and made ft the residence 
of Shubji'a wife Jtjabni and her son Shitvaji 
.Tijahai built n. temple to Ganpati which is still 
in existence and is known ltd ibe Kasha Goiipati. 

Sim-e Poona became a plate id maidem* of the 
iV&fcwB* its growth w;ie rapid. In I73f». only 
seven years after Bajirao cam* and settled there. 
Captain <*'mbuj. * British envoy to Saturn, visit- 
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ed Pood a. who found many aigns of prosperity 
there. In Mil* city the Btreota wot* crowded and 
the houwa handsome, There were munition and 
gun factories when? great guns were cast, and the 
weaving industry was do prsjspuroua {.lint the pirn- 
duce of Poona Ioanns was exported to various parts 
in Lidia and particularly to Bombay, Thu rent 
of land was law and agriculture wtia in u liuimahing 
condition. Bujimm and his won Bataji had, how¬ 
ever little time to develop Hie town luring 
mostly engaged in warfare. Bajiiau died in 1740 
and w*ui an ('corded by hin min Balnji idias Nunn- 
saheh. For the first four years of his reign I here 
w.is jNifti.'t', and the young R^kwa could ikvote 
his tinu* in improving the admitustmtion ol 
Poona* Shahu died in 1749 and before Lin- rirurli 
Naimeahcb itktoincd £rm« him a deed empowering 
him to manage the whole of the Mar,'itha Empire. 
Tilts* naturally centred nil tin? jkiwce into the 
hum Li id the Peahwa and Poona virtually Itutumn 
the capital ol the Murat ho Empire, A French 
Miwatmaty lieffonthuleni visiting r«u<* in 17fM> 
describes it the capital of & Brahman Prince and 
wjO peopled, Another Frenchman, Du PcttoH, 
u ucholar and trevnller, who vLajtod Ptolu am no, 
years later, write* tluvt Poona mvs the union nf

Suilirt- it i • - i,y that Balaji B»jir> win* 
n man of skilful udtlreas and gout ability, He 
iirganiBed eampaigna and led armiee imd utilised 
the hdeuta nf young Mamtliu shillr riant like 
Sindin, Hulkar, Pawar and others in achieving 
the highest success. In hi* reign the Mnratliu 
ptnwr reached tifi xeuif.b. He introduced u letter 
system in every branch of administration and 
considerably improved the condition of the 
peHaantr}*. Alter -melt a brilliant and euc« eaaful 
Cairo r cum e the tragic end. The fatul defeat a! 
1‘miput w:v j too much for the Prince, who died 
broken* hear W n* ParviUt in 17tfl, 

Miidhav Ran I ituroceded bin father Ekiluji 
lbtjirao as the fourth Peakwa, at the tender age 
of seventeen only. Ho poatiesaed high diameter 
and virtues of the purer, nobler, loftier quality. 
By ability, talents and courage, the young Pealiwn 
quickly retrieved the lost prestige and seems to 
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have paid considerable attention to the develup- 
tuent and internal administration of Poona. Bo 
appointed the celebrated RanuihaStri as his Chief 
Justice and tha famous Naim 1 ’IiiuImvU ob his 
Secretary. Mudlrnv Rao’s cnit’oi won exception* 
nlly brilliant but unfortunately abort., lie died 
in \1T1 in bis prime of youth <u; ’fins nr near Poona 
leaving Lia younger brother Nnmyanruo to irac- 
ceed h i m . Sir Richard Temple while praising 
tbt administration of this wise ruler wave;— 
u TIihI Sbidhu Ran, a Hindu prince, should have 
doiio bo muck in so brief a life on Ida. under a nob 
dlflodvantage* and despite hucIi temptati ons — 
that Indore being cut off in the heyday of his 
career, he should have evinced such capacity ntt 
ibis, not only in affairs susceptible of management 
by youthful ggntua, butalao in unit ten* ordinarily 
demanding the experience of riper years—in 
truly usfnniahing.

Nann Phtulniivb who waa the chief min inter 
of iviwiti Mndhav Rao devoted hr* talenta and 
energy in improving the tul minin jivition, as well an 
the city which bail undergone «* muny rwersoa 
wince the death of SLidhav lino I. A town wbi* b 
wan df-W'rilw'tl 9 » prosperous and wealthy in 1757 
wna according to Captain Itendl in 178S, " meanly 
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built, nut large and defenceless”, But under thu 
administration of Nana riunliiavibi the town 
thrived quickly, anti when Captain Moor visited 
it in 1792 lie found thu neighbourhood of Poona 
well watered iind adorned b_\ gardens and groves; 
the city Waa not large, but fairly built und somp 
of the houses were elegant. Tliure were large 
markets fnl] of English articles, looking glasses, 
glohi’H. lamps and other finery. Moor remarks that 
the Police was particularly well regulated. 

The year I7H2 was mnmotablw on wwiint 
of the grand ceremony the city wifenegtieti of invest* 
lag tlic young Peshwa with title of Yukihi-Hutnlik* 
given by the Emperor of Delhi, Tliia title was won 
for him by the Marntha general, Maiiadji K mdfa t 
who brought the S.mud and dieaa of honour 
with him from I Jelki and t uvea led the Peahwa 
amidaf the greatest pomp and ceremony Poona 
had ever men. Muhadji died after it short tllnt j sn 
in 1791 at Wanavdi near Pomut. In fietober 1795 
the young Pfiflhwa liIjho died of a fall from the 
terra™ of his palace upon a fountain jet Mow, 

With the death of Suwai Mndluiv Rati, good 
days of the .Warn dm Empire were over. In Inter 
years Poena was n hot-bed of intriguer, plots, 
plumb r and immorality* The glory uml splen¬ 
dour of the Peahwas reached their zenith in the 
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tiitft of Bnnu Mndhav Ran and soon after hi a 
d^atb the decline begun; thn people and military 
showed little rtapect to authority* In 1797 thorn 
was a desperate affray in the streets «i IWm be¬ 
tween a body of Arab soldier* ami u party (if 
M&rui.hus which resulted in tin* death, of more 
than 100 person# and the pi under of many hfru&eti 
ami shops.

The Peabwa Mad* 
liav iiiifi the Cnst, Haw the necendity of orguuixing 
A separate Palfec establishment for liie City iind 
created fur the Unit time a regular ofltoe of Kotwal 
or the Head of Police, and appointed Balaji 
Noraynn Katlcur, the first, Kotwal in I 7&1 Ho wua 
independent of die Head Police Superintendent 
ami communicated direct with the Miniature of the 
Feakwa. lie had a largo establishment couiiieting 
of some liorae and a camriderebk body of *hiUn- 
dc. ('howkia were placed in ami about the city, 
parties of home patrolled outside, and there were 
frequent, round ofeAtforediW inside the town dur¬ 
ing the night. A gnu was fired at 11 o'clock, after 
wlmb no person could atirmit of his house uimt- 
n-mfed by a particular peon, until 4 o’clock in 
the morning. when, on another signal 0 f gun, lire

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There were EamwthJa employed who became 
answerable for nil llifiljt, and who were Iwjtmil to 
restore the proper tv or to pay ita 1 volne. It npeda 
no mention that the duties of this office were not 
quite similar to thooe of the Superintendent of 
Police of iiiv present day, The Kotwul had riot 
daily to loot to the safety uf the town and Eft people, 
but luul l» do many other things. He hod power 
to sett,la trifling d iajmtee and to redrew petty 
grievances. He supcrhitended harms, inspected 
weights and maasurca and also held wnfrol over 
mitniciuna, concubines, bar bunt and srodi kind of

BegHtration, were all centred in llio one uhicc of

it is worth-noting that the famous Kotwal 
1 Jiaviit or the office of Kotrc.d in the Binihvwir 
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Peith come into existence in 1788 and the expem 
ditun* <m flit? Police was Rs. 3.2(34. In the years 
1775 ami 1770 Anantirso Kmhi and Dlmndu Bubaji 
wore the Ko twain. By this time tie establishment 
of the Eotwal woa further enlarged* He was bow 
given six ofliccrp under him, one Amin with an 
annual salary of Rr. 400, lliwnn with a f alary of 
Ra. 325, Flmdnia with a aakry of Rs, 200, nml a 
Daftardnr and Potnin with a salary of Ra, 100 and 
125 respectively. Besides Ikcae higher officers, 
there were several clerks among whom was quo 
Police Prosecutor, who was paid Ra, 125 a year 
The constable* and watchmen numbered 78 and 
the total of their annual salaries amounted Lo 
Ra 5,205. 

■Since the establishment of the oiE™ of Kotwal 
in 1784, its necessity and importance gradually 
increased along with, the growth ol population 
and wealth in Poona, It appears that, clever and 
intelligent men were selected for this nsHptmflUile 
poet, and systematic attempts wore made to 
improve the Police in Poona. With all it* abus¬ 
es and drawbacks it has been admitted that the 
Police system in the Peakwua' time proved success- 
Ini in main taming peace urn] order and preventing 
crime in the country. It may however be noted 
that there wen* a few Mftt*”* of abuse of power 
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and corruption which were duly punished hv the 
(vovemment when brought to light* There was 
an extraordinary cane of a Kotwal which in the 
history of the Poona Police deserves Fpecial men¬ 
tion for its notoriety* 

The name of Glmahiram Kotwal is very famous 
b history. He was a Kanoj a Brahmin, aon of 
Sfuitnuhlna or .Suvalthis. He came from Auranga¬ 
bad among the many who flocked to Poona from 
all parts of India to make their fortune* either bv 
service or trade* Possessed of amiable manners, 
a quick intelligence and an attractive appearance, 
ho easily got an introduction to the Poona Durbar, 
and ancured the favour of Nunn Phadnavis. It 
was then rumoured in Poona that he imii a beauti¬ 
ful daughter named LdiUigouri who was the cause 
of his fortune. Whatever may be the true jw 
ion, Ghaahiram soon rose to power* and became 
the Kotwal or head of the Poona Police in 1782. 
Ho was no doubt an able and efficient officer 
and look great pains to improve unit enlarge the 
Police department. From eld recordn wo find 
that the office of Kotwal was taken from Anand- 
rao Kashi and given to i i has hi ram .Savaldas in 
1777, but he waa confirmed in the office in J 7H2- 
Hia salary was fixed at, Ets. &2l a year including

The list mates up a total of 234 offences which 
the morality of Poona in 1*21. Pram 
a peniaul of thn Ikt it can be eaeQy noticed that the 
offences for neural immorality were ktgeat which 
wfllpariaaUy account for the uupupchutffcv of the 
Rotwal Ohaaliiram. The ooi mqition and 'immora¬ 
lity that prevailed in Poona at this period must 
have allowed full scape for the evil propensttifa of 
“ fl, lvwitiitwr of the type 0 f Ubu/kmm. who kid 
hecomo very oppreative and high-handed; on account 
of the support, ami favour of Nana Phudnnvia; and 
his own misdeed* brought about his end in a meet 
pitiable and cruel way, Captain Moor m the 
authority of Sir Charles Malet narrates the incident 
in tho following terms :— 

In the year 171)1, a period when political 
parties hod caused much anmiomy in thn 
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court find city of Poona, a Brahman, named 
Galiunaa-Bama, commonly pr<,mjuined Cutm- 
enrom. a native of Anriiiigaljad. of the tribe 
of (four, warmly patronized liy Nana Fursa- 
vese, the minister, held iJiii ofiirr of Ktitwal, 
and executed it with great ability, activity, 
ami Real. Toward the end of the month of 
August of that year, a large party of convivial 
f5rrihm«ip_:> had repamted rather late; and 
thirty-four of them rcinuining in the streets 
beyond the regular time after the firing of 
Riimbnont gnn f were taken up by the police, 
and put in the place allotted for such default¬ 
er* : and in the morning twenty-one of then' 
were found dead, and the rest scarcely alive. 
It did not appear that tin’ hi it two! knew even 
of their imprisonment until the morning whim 
the catastfopbr' won unhappily discovered ; hip 
ofliw.ru had performed iheii usual duty in 
t.hnir usual war ; Rtiii the dam our againHt 
GauuMiaun m» e*randviy, and at length rose 
to Hu eh a pitch, that the unfortunate Kutwol 
if stud to have tniugbt refuge in the Peahwn'a 
palace. But even here, in n Btolimantcal 
and royal sanctuary, he was not sale ; and the 
Peehwa, yielding to his fears, gave up Ihe 
unhappy man into the hmnfo of the frantic 
mob, headed by ■ number of Tdingas : of 
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which tribe were Lhc unfortunate aufferora. 
In hia prosperity, the respectable Gsunfiarain 
limi built a handsome temple and dug a fin* 
tout, close to the city, to which they are 
highly useful and ornamental; and hither wan 
the victim drugged, with every spocina of 
indignity: he was hound, ujid the cord w 
lichl by ti num of the tribe of Bungi [the bas^t 
Id the Hindu* being employed in moving 
carrion, night-soil, etc.), and time amid the 
mvOingn of infuriate devila, he was dragged, 
with even- species of ignominy, and by the 
iiuniiit of Brahmans, of the Telinga jR-ct w.i 3 
* toned to death. hard by his own munifieieui 
donation. Uus soil event occurred on the 
31 at August 171U, and was seen in part by my 
de&vsed and lamented friend Dr. Findlay, 
Surgeon to out Ration at Poona j who also 
saw the mangled corpse. i was not there at the 
time, but have often paused the spot so suited 
te melancholy, although, perhaps, not imp refit 
aide, aensiHione. Sir diaries Malet, and Mr. 
LlhtJioff, were at Poona and were much affect¬ 
ed bv so deplorable an event, 1,1 
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Ghaatiiram met his end in each a cruel atiJ de¬ 
testable manner, but it may be said to his credit 
that with all his defects he wall regulated the Poona 
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Police and established a new Paitk known an Nawa- 
to the east of Bbawani Peith and built a t.;inL; 
and n yard on on the road to Etadapsar. 

After the death of GhasMtam, Anandrao Kashi 
wna again appointed Kotwnl and the following

In the reign of the last Pesbwa t he worst clit*- 
onlar prevailed throughout the country nml 
i^tablisliwl Iowa and reguhttiims worn neglected, 
introduced the pernicious system of letting 
tlio frtiiue ol Kotwal by auction which brought him 
large sums. The first bidder to tins post wo* 
Vitlioji NaflcGiukwiul who was appointed Kotwal 
and Kumaviadur of several Paths in ] Ht», on 
payment of Re. 1,13*000 to Government, on 
account of the expected revenue of the Konvalj 
and other miscellaneous receipts. In 1810-I8U 
tfiem was « police force of 1.628 men in Poona, of 
which M8 were placed at various Police stations 
to keep order in the city.

Amonobt the pul flier festivals at Poon* the 
Das am. the Oanpati Festival, ami the Holt were 
celebrated with great rejoicings and the expendi¬ 
ture incurred by the Peahwn*# Durbar in tiiia 
conn«cion was also on a grand scale. On these 
occasions nil anils of sports ;iud amuifenitjtitJt 
were included in the programme und a number of 
people, especially athletes, dancers, actors, musd- 
I'iftnit and flu vend other perform^® wore collected 
to Poona. 

The G&npati Festival was annually held m the 
Push ton's Palace from the 1st bright iiay of Ehedra- 
pad to the lOLh. On this occasion the tianpali 
Rang-Mahal was gaily decorated and all the 
functions were held there. Beautiful crystal ^ 

chandeliers and crystal globes as well ue mirrors 
and paintings multiplied the beauties of the eceue 
and Blued a brilliant tight over the assemblage.

In the park at. the foot of 1’orvuti waathe menu 
gerif? or nwlcgicaj garden, a fine collection nf 
animal*. birds, reptile* and ii.ih. AltogutW llmi* 
were more than a hundred animals. This rolW- 
lion of animals was unique of its kind in.the Ijort -n 
iiud there was a regular department oj toned in 
Poona Hy Nona Phndnavi? for its up-keep* Major 
f*ricn who visited iWm in ]7i)| had hh^p rhe 
Pcshw&'s menagerie :

perfect in their condition uud proportions 
if i hoy liaii boon al imgo In their native wilds. 
The king of animal* and lord of the forest, 
appeared full worthy of his awful dignity. 
»46iu fulJ flash, [lerfecTiy dean ; and procured 
a forehand of such statdy and msiitirv-e pro- 
[tortums, thut taken altogether, as a symbol 
of majesty, activity and strength, there denied 
in alt nature nothing comparable. Being iui- 
*.'figcd and in an open shed, chained oniv to & 
string upright post driven into the gimmd, 
the air had sufficient access all around, so as 
pro vent the nauseous effluvia, which we 
experience when these animals are more ctasvfy 
acmfinsd. The tranquil tmiilTererws with which 
iiw majestic creature, seated on his hind leg*, 
and presenting hi* stupendous ohsst and fore- 
arm, enotemplsted his strange visiture, in dress 
and complexion, m difierent in what ho hod 
heoTi accustomed to, could not, hut imp™ - . { Jg 
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with it {ttcLilmr hcii nation of awe. And now. 
more than ever, I rxiuld not be ^uqjry^ed that, 
the celebrated Alep Aralon, should. in *he dis¬ 
position of liia hair and beard, have endeavour¬ 
ed to exhibit some resemblance to the feature:* 
of i ids most formidable of animal3, hi this 
noble creature, at t he same time, from u? taing 
regularly fed ;4nd carefully attended, we had 
an opportunity of tali-diling a sample of the 
Hpeetea m muiih Idglier perfection, than by a 
transient view in the solitude of the wilib'r- 
rie»; nr the exhibitions at Exeter 1 Changt:' 
in ita must flourishing state." 

Next to the lion, and equally as accessible- 
Ud tin: fresh air, wad, also fasten td in the same 
manner* the finest mid most perfect model ul 
a rhinoceros, that I have ever seen, either 
before or since, For, unlike the flhapdeM 
monster that we nanalfy sea exhibited. with 
hie body enveloped in Jimww 1 und flauud Wife 
of indurated hide, this stupendous animal wu- 
fi-lod out to its utmost proportions; and it* 
iuipo armour-like exterior being stretched al 
mr«t to Imreting. it was as round as u hogf- 
bead t and at the an me time as lively, 1 wins go 
mg to s*y T as any sucking pig. Indeed, when 
the keeper, by a slight touch with hns wood, 
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made him rut up a little on his hind legs, 
while the alertness uarprind me, l could tint 
Imt compare him to a wine pipe, set a little on 
one end. AI all events, the ponderous agility 
rrf the animal was astonishing. fts small, but, 
prominent eye, appeared sparkling, and full of 
animation ; and the homy mass upon its snout, 
though it did not yet seem to have attained 
to its lull growth, by its backward turn and 
hook-like shape, furnished suflkifint proof, that 
when applied by a momentum of sack force, 
its effect must lie tremendous \ and readers 
lees surprising the accounts we receive of ju, 
powi*r to subdue the otherwise surpassing 
strength of the eko I unit-. There were several 
tigers, and other animals in the satin* range 
but they seemed unworthy of observation, or 
sunk into insignificance, by the side of tbt 
other stupendous creatures.” 

ft may be said to the credit of Sir Ckaties Jlaiet. 
the British Resident, who showed considerable 
interest in this department, preaanUid several 
animalfH and birds to this collection which wan 
located at the foot of the Parvati hill, a spot still 
shown os the Posh tea’s SJtik&tkhaim, 

In this menagerie there was u number of tome 
fleer and antelopes some of which were of a beau 
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liml specie ond were perfectly taoiitiar. The 
entebpea had nn par for tnuaic and wart specially 
hi dunning artrl twinging for the purpose uf 
cntertainmenta. Sir C'Jmrks MaJet Imp gjvconn 
interesting account ot an entertain meat given by 
i Iib Peahwa fo 17R2;— 

" The Pesbtva having invited me tn a 
ftovel spectacle, at hii runwo, or pafb, nixint 
Four railw from Pnnitiih, t proceed e/1 thither 
aiioui two o'clock in the afternoon, with the 
gentleman of my party, where mtp found n 
lent pitched for the purpose, anil wereretH’-iv 
ed at the dour by some of the principal 
turbid, The Peahwa arriimd soon after, ami 
u'Jjmi we were ail conveniently seated -jsi 
< ;trpi't&, agreeably io orunial vfwttiuHS four 
Jiliu-k buck Jiiitclnpef: of noble vein und 
degant form, made their upfieaintni? at some 
distance, moving gracefully before a party 
of cavalry i who forming a scmi'cnnfe, getulv 
followed their pace. each horseman holding 
■* Jong pole, with a red ninth at the end, i Itt 
approaching the tent, » bum) „f mU sjc struck 
<ij> in bad notes. and three of t| lt . .intebjH-s 
“nreri'd in a stately manner. Two swings, 
commonly lined by the Indiana, beint; 
ded br the purpose. an antelope twcoiwJeil nu 
ceidi wing, and couched in the most; graceful 
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altitude; the tliinl reclined cm the carpet 
in a similar posture, On tiia loud music 
ceasing a set gf dancing girls entered, end 
danced to softer strains before the antelopes, 
who chewing fire cud. lay in a state of sweet 
tranquillity mid satisfaction. At this timn 
tile frmrlh antelope, who hud hitherto ap¬ 
peared more ahy than liw comrades, came 
into the tent and laid himself upon the oaf pet 
in Uie name manner. An attendant then 
pat one of the swings in motion, and swung 
the antelope for some tune, without his being 
at Jill disturbed. The amusement being con- 
tinned ns long us the Peahwu thought proper, 
it was rbleed by the game-kroper placing a 
garland of flowers over the horns of the 
principal antelope, on which he rose, and Iho 
four animals went off together, 

' The Peshwa informed me, that seven 
months had been employed to bring the 
antelopes to this degree of familiarity, without 
the smallest constraint, as they wandered at 
thair pleasure, during the whole time, amongst 
large herds of deer in the rut/mo; which, 
although 1 have mentioned as a park, is not 
enclosed, nor ha* it any kind of fence. I 
was also assured theae animala were not 
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impelled tv appelito ut> grain fir food t>t nr<y 
kijiil having beim given rJirrn: *m thin 1 am 
auiura'hat of fi set* pin*, The Frahtvn wu8 pcc- 
snmled they wore tint# attmi md by lh** power 
of limaie; tvirlnii, perhaps by eoJne parii- 
cuLir ingenuity of the men who profess (lie 1 
“ n «* familiarizing tht» beautiful and harm- - 
feta animal.

I rtnu this place tins Fftihwa’s hunting reserve 
was nnt ut it far distance. There was a number 
of dear in the vicinity uf Parvati nud the Pi^kwa 
Sawoi Madlmvrao w** very fond of their 
Inmt,. An amusing tncidwil U worded m old 
papers that in m3, the Peshwa one ,ky elided 
maht a deer and Miccecrkd in capturing &ume. 
Mdjadji fcmdiu who happened to bn one of the 
parry lagged the Elflfkhwn to give him one aniHop*, 
but the flesh** suspecting that Jlahudj* might* 
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L-jl! if, declined request. The shrewd Maraib* 
quickly understood the m -np of thy Pesbwu ■* 
refcmiJ and willingly promised llwt the animaJ 
would be 54 fa with him. whereupon the Feshwa 
was pleased tn grant th? rnyour. 

Far the pleasure anil recreation of human tniiul 
garden* a nil pleasnre-hou^i are <%)*.* u-^^mry 
anti the Pealiwftp did not neglect them, In 1791

honour of Vacant Pa neb ami were held b this 
garden. In 1700 & number of feasts wore given 
here in celebration of the marring© of Miulh&v* 
ja,j 1, Later on in Ihe time ol Saritoi Madhavrao 
fmrl Bajirno II, it became the chief place of enter* 
t&inmrnts to Ettfopeftn guests. Lord Valenria 
who virited Poona in 1R03 was entertained here 
in company of the Itesident, Sir Barry Close. He 
has written a very interest bg account of his 
erperfeiu-e in 1 lira Bag—particularly about the 
Hindu dinner of which he partook b oriental 
fashion. He writes :— 

“ At a little after four we set oil with the 
usual aywarry to pay a visit to the Pcshwa 
at his country-house, the Hire Bag. The 
road for a considerable <litrtance was covered 
by hi? Highness's euwarry. chiefly horsemen, 
so that it wns rather ditfmidt to get to the 
gate; fortunately I hud a parly of sepoys 
irom the. hues, who joined on the opposite 
bant of the river, and made way for me. It 
in prettily situated on the bunk of a very Large 
tank, perfectly hre uniat* in ire ah ape. In the 
centre is- a small island with a pagoda. The 
opposite bank rises gradually into a sugar 
loaf hill, the summit of which i$ capped by the 
white buildings of lbs pagoda dedicated to 



Parbuttoe. The house itself is insignificant, 
and has never been finished. The garden 
is fine, and is ornamented with several noble 
mango Lrees, and a great manlier of eoc oam t fe 
trees, which I hud seen nowhere else above 
the Gnats, mid which Severn! people told me 
would not grow thun.% The guddy was placed 
in a verandah, opening to a boson of water, 
with fountains, and covered by a trellis of 
Tint’s. 

'‘Wc soon had notice to move upstair* ; 
the IVahwa passing through a back door, 
while we mounted, by a narrow staircase, 
to a platform with two verandahs, one at 
each end. In the farther a whit* cloth was 
spread, on which were plantain leaves equal 
in number to the English irenl lenten present. 
On each was a Brahmin s dinner, consisting of 
rice, plain and sweet, pastry thin . 1 * paper, 
and rolled up. past ryeakea, bread, and peas 
pudding. Along one side wits a range of 
sweetmeats, laid la a row, having the appear' 
eneo of paints an a pallet; on the other were 
seven different kinds of corned vegetables- 
On one side of the but were rice milk, ghee, 
and some other liquids, in email pans of 
plantain leaf, which were ull excellent of 
their kinds. We hud taken the precaution 
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to bring apoona, knives, and farts, which 
we twed actively out of respect ro our host* who 
soon joined the party by searing himself on 
the guddy. n little on the outside of the 
verandah. Of course, he canid not con* 
laminate himaeil by eating in our presence. 

“ On giving notice that we had finished, 
he retired and we soon followed. After mating 
ourselves below, the betel was laid at k* 
feet and served round." 


Another distinguished personage who was 
received here was the gallant, soldier General 
Wellesley afterwards the Duke of Wellington. It is 
recorded in the Feshwa's ilifiry that a gtyiiJ fete 
wan given in hi* honour by the Peshwa Bajirao II, 
at Him bag in March 1804 when the ilre^.'-es of 
hiiiioiir were presented to the General and his stafl 
as follows
